Patent*  In  ICuglaud. 

Hulluui  records  that  all  through  the 
Sixteenth  and  the  beginning  uf  the  Ssv 
enteeiilh  century,  patonU  to  deal  ex.-lu 
,-ively  m  particular  urticles  weregraulKl 
lavishly  to  the  cuurUprs  that  hardly 
a  commodity  remained  free.  Even  salt, 
leather  aud  coal  were  the  subjects  of 
patents,  the  liit  •  *f  which,  when  rsa»l 
over  in  parliament  in  1001,  was  so  long 
that  a  member  asked  incredulously.  *M 
not  bread  among  the  number? 

Tim  practice  was  fur  the  favored  ourt 
iers  t><  sell  their  patents  of  moiioiH.ly  to 
companies  of  merchants— or  syndicates, 
as  wu  Hlmnld  call  them  tiowailays— to 
work  them.  Clival  political  parties 
strngtled,  not  to  redress  the  grievauces 
under  which  the  people  groaned,  but  to 
obtain  a  share  of  the  profits.  It  Essex 
held  a  monopoly  of  sweet  wine,  Raleigh 
held  one  of  cards;  indeed  it  is  hat  d  to 
say  how  many  patents  ei ‘.her  of  them 
held  from  first  to  last.— All  the  Year 
Round. 

Peculiar  Table  Custom*. 

Iu  a  book  enti'led  "Domestic  Manners 
of  the  Middle  A<ea"  we  are  told  that  in 
those  days  dinner  tables  were  covered 
bv  a  “nappe”  or  tableclcth.  Upon  it 
were  placed  a  large  saltcellar,  bread 
and  cops  for  wine,  but  no  knives  or 
plates.  The  reason  for  the  absent*  of 
the  knives  arose  from  the  common  pvac- 
tice  in  vogue  of  people  carrying  tlieir 
own  knives  in  a  sheath  attached  to  their
